servative victory in 1868, the Yilfllh address
advises that there be no change In the politi-
cal o ization which accamplish. that
desirable ohange, and that, without reference
to any of the distnc&nh . ‘:n!lgs of Federal
solitica, the ple o gimia sapport a
:aurolj State p?:l?cy, tending to ‘‘Lthe oconser.
vation of the power of the Blale in gonser-
vative hands.” The Alabama ress even
more pointedly eschews national politics by
not even vow ng so much &8 a word to
those issues, and simply invites all opposed
to the present corrupt and inefficient State
government {0 unite on a basis of economy,
honesty, and good order for its overthrow.

The Lonisiana address declares that the
State debt has, under Radical hands, in-

beriea which have made the State bonds all
trut nnsalable in the market, and loaded the
taxable property of the State with unprece-
dented l:ur&ens, are referred to in Florida
s rendéring 'a change in affairs absolutely
necessary to avert entire ruin; and in- the
Texas address even a more urgent necessity
for the reformation of the reconstructed Gov-
ernment is made manifest. By alaw just ap-
proved it is shown that the Gevernor id not
only authorized to declare martial law in any
county or eountied in Texas at his mere will
and pleasure, but is authorized to raise a
large army in three corps: first, a Btate Guard
of ten thousand cavalry; second, a battalion of
mounted detectives; and third, a ‘‘reserve’ of
something like fifty thousand infantry; the
two former bodiesof troops to be immediately
oiganized and kept on foot,

/ith this necessarily meagre review of
some exceedingly interesting desoriptions of
the interior condition of t Bomg., it is to
be noted that, above and bayond all else,
these addresses eschew Federal politics, re-
fuse to discuss negro suffrage, have nothing
to say about the fifteenth amendment, avoid
free trade, protection, foreign policy, general
finance, or taxes, and devote themselves
resolutely, as the Virginia address pats it,
to “‘a State polioy free from outside influ-
eace or intervention,” Deliver us from the
body of this death, the reconstructed State
governients, seems the universal animating
splirit; and betzonﬁ this the documents do not
go. Just as the North Carolina conservatives
put forth no declaration of grlnciples, erected
no party tests, assumed no distinetive organi-
zation, but simply went into the canvass and
carried the election on the sole issue of put-
ting the State in the hands of the people of
the State, the conservatives of Alabama,
Texan, Virginia, Lounisiana, and TFlorida take
it as a anflicient platform that taxatien shall
pot be in such bands as make it organized
robbery, or the Btate government be so con-
atituted as to be by the necessity of its exist-
ence ‘‘a standing conspiracy against the
public peace,”

Ho exclusive au attontion to State affairs, so
ntter a lack ef interest in general politics, is
sadly saggestive. It seems to say that the
South is 8o horribly misgoverned that it has
no thoughts from home; that its patriotism,
like John Randolph's, does not extend be-
yond the State. hose fault it is we know;
and perhaps there is a retributive vengeance
in the fact that this very exclusive devotion
to State affairs, brought about by a long
course of ageression at the hands of the
radical party, is about the best means that
could be devised of wresting the control of
the South from that organization. The South
once lost, the negroes outvoted, or under
oonservative influence, and the radical party

THE NATIONAL LABOR CONGRESS,

The National Labor Congress has just
closed its annual session in Cincinnati, Dale-
gates were received, committees appointed,
spoeeches made, and resolutions submitted. It
is the same old routine year after year, Last
yoar we had a similar exhibition. Then the
eight-hour law and the necessity of baving a
noglnle political party were the principal
subjecta of discussion, Now it is Chinese
labor and political reform, but particularly the
latter.

In wvery fact there is no
quastion in which the Government of the
country is concerned butwhat the National
Labor Union believes to be its mission to in-
tereat itself about. There is no denying the
fact that the good government of the coun-
try is a matter in which every citizen is con-
cernsd; but that it is the Hreuin.l province of
the leaders of trades nnions to attempt to
teke the matter in their own hands, it is didi-
oulous to think of for s moment.

‘We do not think it is assuming too much
when we say that probably no party has ever
been governed so much by its principles and
so little by selfishness as the party that has
ruled the country during the past decade. We
do not deny that there have been Republicans
who have loved its patronage more than its
fiith; meither do we deny that there are, and
have been, Republicans true in the main in
principle, but fickle and spasmodic in their
aclion, It is, perbaps, to these two classes
that we owe many of the recent efforts to sap
and mine the party. Some who have had an
impndequate idea of itd purposes dand dities
think it has aocomplished ita mission, and,
eager for change, and thirsting to be leaders
in néw movements, make haste to Euli down
the pillars of the temiple to clear the way for
their new oreeds. " The principles of the lte-
publican party have ‘become history. The
platforms of ies are not always a true test
of them. When a great faith is in the sonl
it shows itself, as opportunity offers, in
works, and the Republican party has to offer
the country a republic preserved, slavery
abolished, the republic reconstructed in
peace, great highways of commerce built
across the oouniry, a homestead law, and
many other measures of justios and progress.

Nor have the commercial interests of the
country much actual reason to complain. A
new eurrency has been created which has had
to struggle under the disadyan . of &
credit sunk by a great war, buf which Las,
even under these verse. circuamstances,
offered the country what it never bad before,
a uniform cnrrency.

Money was
scarce, and public and private enterprises
were incapableof the great efforts they now
exhibit.

rtions of the country was simply impossi-

le under the old system,

At the close of A wasting war, a tariff,
which in no inconsiderable degree met the
approval of the constituent elements of the
party, raised for the Giovernment a revenne
unprecedentedly great, and afforded inciden-
tally a moderate protection. No mode of
meeting the public burdens was so free from
objections, whether the question of economy
or efficiency be considered. It is possible
that some branches of manufacture might
have profited by greater protection, and the
country been, in the long run, benefited by
their prosperity; but the ground chosen
seemed to be the most suitable to meet the
conflicting views of the different portions of
the party. By the reduction of as much of
the internal revenune system as those who
were at the helm thought could at this time
be safely spared without injuring the na-
tional credit, the party gave an implied assu-
rance to the country that as fast &s practica-
ble its entire machinery would be abolished,

Is there, then, any party in the country
prepared for free trade, the abolition of
revenue from that source, and saddling all
the public burdens on direct taxation? We
do not believeit, Neither do we believe that
any very large element in the Republican
party has wade np its mind to any such pur-

. What then? Are the efforts to divide
and break the party in pewer en this issue
merely efforts of the enemy to sow discord
on a point on which there is kmown to be
some difference of opinion? We will neither
be 50 barsh or nncandid as to eharge any
persons or organs of the party with such a
motive, Wedo not think the most deter-
wmined of them has matured a system of
opinion on the subject, much less. that this
was done in & malevolent spirit, At the
same time we believe that there has been an
unwise recklessness, and that indiscrest
friends have sttemptled to sow within the
perty the seeds of mischief.

It has been doubted by the enemies of re-
publican governments whether parties could
be made the custodian of a governmental
policy. The government is really a creature
or exponent of the party which placed it in
power; and in all governments there must be
a careful and wise balanging of conflicting
opinions. Are gutiu capable of making these
judgments and sacrifices? We think they
are, 6 think so far the Republican party
has done it, and done it wisely. Nay, we fear
the chief reason for picking bones of conten-
tion is the erroneous idea that the party has
closed its work, Yet there is no party to.day
which has a task so important or principles
so coberent. But half of the mighty work of
orﬁlizlng the republic on a bulg o{ freedom
is done. Can its oompletion be safely left
to the enemies of the system ? The flippant
encmies of the Republican party talk wmyste-
riously of finance, but shey are neither ex-
ﬂ.i:i:mthdr own views nor intelligible in

ir criticismn of ours, If we wish fund
our debt at a lower rate of interest, the most
sensible course is to prove that we are able
and willing to pay our debts. That is just
